The first services of Zion were 
conducted in 1856 in the homes of 
families, The Rev, W. Zickerick 
was the pastor. The first church 
building was erected in about 
1860, east of Mishicot near Sax- 
onburg hill, on a plot of ground 
that was a part of the Lensing 
farm. The seven original 
families of the congregation 
worshipped there for 43 years. 

A decision to build a new and 
‘““warmer’’ church building was 
made in 1901. This was com- 
pleted two years later in the 
village of Mishicot. Families of 
the congregation helped with the 
building project. Until 1943, the 
C0 Nig regs aan aca 
shared the services of ministers 
of the Two Rivers church. Since 
then, by action of the Wisconsin 
Conference, Mishicot has been 
connected to the Denmark 
church.
